1. Blood Red Detroit. The best round table beet for maincrop 
and Fall use, uniform in shape, free from light rings and a 
rich deep red throughout. 

2. Cooks Delight. Half-long tankard-shaped Winter keeper, the 
sweetest beet you ever tasted because of its unusually high 
sugar content. 


BEET GREENS Pkt. (750 seeds) 15e. 


44. Spinach Beet. One of the easiest and quickest vegetables to 
grow, producing a constant succession of healthful and 
appetising leaves which are used in the same way as spinach. 


BRUSSELS SPROUTS Pkt. (1,000 seeds) 25c. 


This popular English Fall and Winter vegetable is easy to 
grow.

7. January King. A unique British late or Winter cabbage which 
keeps well in storage ; flattish-round, very large head. 


CABBAGE, SAVOY Pkt. (1,000 seeds) 15ce. 


8. Best Of All Drumhead. The heavily blistered or “* savoyed ”’ 
cabbages are milder and of more delicate flavor than the others 
and therefore more appreciated for cole slaw and salads. The 
variety listed is a popular large, flattish-round dark green type. 


CARROT Pkt. (3,000 seeds) 15c.3; oz. (20,000 seeds) 60c. 


Carrots are at their best for eating when not more than half- 
grown. May be eaten not only cooked but raw as a relish 
cut lengthwise in thin strips or, shredded, in salads. 

9. Early Nantes. Cylindrical, blunt-ended finger carrot about 
6 ins. long, orange-scarlet, almost coreless. 

10. Orange Chantenay. Deep orange-red, tapered, stump-rooted 
variety about 54 ins. long; the core is almost the same color 
as the flesh. Sweet and tender. Good Winter keeper. 

11. Scarlet Intermediate. The longest of the half-long, tapered 
root Winter keepers, perfectly symmetrical, ending in a pointed 
tip. 7 ins. to 74 ins. long. 
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CAULIFLOWER — | Pkt. (250 seeds) 25e. 


13. Snowball. Except where Summers are cool cauliflower is best 
sown as a Fallcrop. Our strain of Snowball is ncomparably 
the best for this purpose, the heads being pure white with 
tight curds, 6} ins. to 7 ins. across, and exceptionally uniform. 


CELERY 

119. Solid White. A “green” variety of Winter celery which, 
when earth bleached, yields crisp, stringless stalks of the purest 
white. Keeps well, if properly stored. Pkt. (4,000 seeds) 15e. 


14. Golden Self-Blanching. A very early yellow variety which is 
crisp, free from strings and blanches easily. 
Pkt. (4,000 seeds) 25c. 


CELERIAC or KNOB CELERY Pkt. (4,000 seeds) 25¢. 


120. Giant Chertsey. This vegetable has a pleasant nut-like celery 
flavor; the edible portion is the swollen turnip-like root which 
may be eaten raw or cooked in the Fall and Winter, as it is 
easily stored. Simple to grow; no hilling or blanching required. 


CUCUMBER, SLICING Pkt. (25 seeds) 25¢. 


15. Perfection Ridge. The finest of the ridge types for texture, 
flavour and length which averages 15 ins. 


16. Hampshire Giant Hybrid. An early and prolific cropper, the 
fruits are 12 ins. long and practically spineless. 


17. Straight Snake. Rich, dark green with very smooth skin. A 
variety combining the apparently contradictory qualities of 
gigantic proportions with fine texture and delicious flavor. 
Can be measured by the yard. 


CRESS or “ PEPPERGRASS ” Pkt. (10,000 seeds) 15c. 


18. Extra Fine Curled. Very decorative with curled leaves of 
pleasant, slightly pungent flavor and high vitamin content, 
commonly used in England mixed with the young leaves of 
white mustard, in sandwiches, salads and also for garnishing. 


ENDIVE (for late-season salads) Pkt. (4,000 seeds) 15c. 


19. Moss Curled. (sometimes called ‘‘ Chicory ’’). A large plant 
with finely cut and curled leaves and thick hearts which blanch 
easily to a creamy appetising white. 


121. Batavian Green, or Lettuce-leaved. A broad-leaved Escarolle: 
the thick dark green leaves are curled slightly on the edges; 
the heart blanches white and is of buttery texture. May be 
cooked like spinach and used in soups and stews. 


HERBS Pkt. 25c. 


20. Sage—Broad Leaved. Perennial. The leaves are used fresh 
or dried in sauces and stuffings. 


21. Thyme—English. Perennial. An aromatic herb used for 
seasoning. Protect with brush or straw in Winter. 
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KALE or BORECOLE | Pkt. (2,000 seeds) 15e. 


23. Dwarf Green—Scotch Curled. Intensely curled, producing 
** greens ”’ of splendid quality and high food value during late 
Fall, Winter and early Spring. Will stand the average Winter 
in the central latitudes but objects to a mild Winter accom- 
panied by heavy rainfall which may lead to rotting. 

122. Hungry Gap. An extremely hardy sprouting type of Kale 
with very much curled leaves. Produces large quantities of 
delicate edible shoots and can remain in the garden throughout 
the entire Winter. This vegetable is indispensable to prevent 
a gap in the supply of “ greens.” 


LEEK Pkt. (1,200 seeds) 25c. 


24. Musselburgh. Our specially selected stock of this popular 
variety has fine, long thick stems of subtle sweet flavor which, 
given a protection of some kind, will be available for early 
Spring use. 


LETTUCE, HEADING Pkt. (3,000 seeds) 15c. 


27. Attractie. Our own strain of the leading variety of earliest 
‘* Butterhead ”’; the mid-green leaves fold over tightly to form 
a flattish-round head of good size and first-rate quality. Free 
from all brown markings or reddish tinge. 

123. Trocaderd Improved. An all-green butterhead of Big Boston 
type, the best for early summer and Fall lettuce in home 
gardens. 

124. Webb’s Wonderful. A crisp-head type which heads even 
during hot, dry weather. Brittle, curled and blistered waxy 
green leaves and a firm white heart. 

28. Lobjoit’s Green. A Cos or Romaine lettuce of self-folding 
type in which the dark green outer leaves clasp a perfectly 
white loaf-shaped head about 8 ins. tall. 


MUSKMELONS (CANTALOUPES) Pkt. (25 seeds) 25c. 


We do urge you to try our own special strains of connoisseurs’ 
varieties of Dutch and French origin. They are extremely 
simple to grow, especially if the plants are glasshouse-raised 
in pots and protected, when planted out, by Chase P.M.Gs. 

30. Tiger. One of the earliest to ripen, oval shape, green skin, 
splashed yellow, flesh pink. Favorite commercial variety in 
Great Britain. 

125. Charentais. One of the finest and most popular of the early. 
melons; it is of medium size, quick growing, grey-skinned and 
has an absolutely first-class flavor. 

126. Bellegarde. White-skinned, rather firm-fleshed, of medium 
size, very precocious and very delicious. 

127. Noir des Carmes. Large green-skinned melon, with a delicate 
aroma, which ripens quite quickly. 


MUSTARD Pkt. (5,000 seeds) 15c. 


31. Garden White. Not a type of Mustard Greens but a special 
strain gathered in the seed-leaf stage for use as English 
‘** mustard and cress ”’ salading. 
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ONION Pkt. (400 seeds) 15c. 

32. Ailsa Craig. Under ordinary growing conditions produces 
large, handsome, pale yellow bulbs with pure white, solid, 
crisp, juicy, mild flesh; if started early under glass, monster 
bulbs will develop. Not recommended for storage. 

33. Bedfordshire Champion. This famous English variety makes 
splendid globe-shaped bulbs of good size; straw-brown 
skin; consistently heavy cropper; mild flavor, keeps well. 

34. Giant Zittaw. Uniform, large-sized, flattish bulbs with pale 
brown skins; one of the finest, long keepers. 

36. White Spanish. One of the best varieties for bunching or 
green onions. If grown on, makes a large bulb of mild flavor. 


PARSLEY Pkt. (8,000 seeds) 15c. 
37. Moss Curled. For garnishing and flavoring. The leaves are 
of a deep green color, beautifully curled. Easy to grow. 
PARSNIP . Pkt. (1,000 seeds) 15e. 
38. Selected Hollow Crown. Long and smooth, up to 15 ins. by 
24 ins. thick at the neck, with fine-grained, sweet flesh, this 
parsnip is a welcome addition to the Winter vegetables. A 
few rows supply the needs of a large family.

A striking and dainty scarlet, round, with clear 
white tip for garden, greenhouse and Spring frame forcing. 
40. French Breakfast. Oblong, thicker towards base, about 
12 ins. long and ¢ in. wide, color rose-scarlet shading to clear 
white. Short top; radishes show partly above ground; rapid 
grower; use as soon as ready. 
41. Scarlet Globe. Slightly olive-shaped, brilliant scarlet with 
crisp, white flesh. 
SPINACH (see BEET GREENS (p. 4) 


SPINACH, NEW ZEALAND Pkt. (75 seeds) 15c. 
128. Hot Weather Everlasting. This is not a true spinach but an 
excellent substitute to grow for summer greens as it thrives in 
hot weather. The plants are large and spreading, covering 
4 ft. when fully grown and yield an abundance of fleshy leaves 
which many people mistake for spinach. Will not stand frost. 


SUMMER SQUASH Pkt. (40 seeds) 15c. 
Called Vegetable Marrows in England, they are of regular, 
cylincrical, straightneck shape, up to 34 ins. thick and should 
te eaten before they are more than 8 ins. long while the skin 
can still be pierced by the thumbnail. The vines are trailing. 

42. Moore’s Cream. Cream colored, somewhat oval in shape, 
smooth-skinned, prolific and of delicate flavor. 

43. Table Dainty. Fruits are dark-green, striped with paler green, 
early and of the finest quality. 

SWEET CORN Pkt. (100 seeds) 25c. 

45. Canada Cross. A very early variety specially bred at a British 
Research Station to thrive in northerly latitudes. It is not 
tall, growing only about 3 ft. 6 ins. high. Yellow-seeded. 
Usually one ear per plant, sometimes two. 

TURNIP Pkt. (6,000 seeds) 15c. 

53. Orange Jelly. (or Golden Ball). The best yellow turnip.

Large scarlet fruits, excellent in 
flavor, and more than usually meaty. 


50. Goliath, An American type tomato of large size; many 
fruits weigh 1 1b., some half as much again. Goliath tomatoes 
have thick walls with bright red meaty flesh of fine flavor and 
excellent quality. 


51. Puck. This unique tomato is a hybrid between a Russian 
bush type and the All-America Bronze Medal Winner Victor. 
It makes no side-shoots but throws up several stout erect 
stems about 15 ins. tall which under the weight of the fruit 
keep just clear of the ground to form a sturdy low-growing 
plant. Fine for Northern gardeners; can be grown through- 
out under Chase P.M.Gs.
